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“HE S : SAV ED TWO FLAGS. 


ASTORY OF A sah ORGIAN’S WAR i X- 
PEREEIE ACE, 

The Ensign of the Fourth Georgia and Hils 
Flag-Five Wounded Furloughs—Arrest 
ed in Laltimore. 

“Show me a man who says he was not afraid 
‘m the field of battle and I with show youa 
pan who has not got very nuch sense.” 

The speaker was one of a party of old 
widiers who sat in the Kimball house lobby a 
lew days ago. 

In the center of the group was a man whose 
war history isin many respects remarkable. 
{t was Mr, James F. Murpliy—Jim Murphy, 
as he is popularly called. He lives in Jasper 
rounty. 

Jim Murphy was born in Massachusetts. 
When about ten years old he came to Georgia, 
and a few years later upon the breaking out 
of the war, went as a member of the Fourth 
Georgia regiment. He entered as private 
and jJater was promoted to first lieutenant by 
President Jefferson Davis for meritorious 
ronduct in the battle of Malven Hill during 
the seven days’ fight about Richmond. 

Jim Murphy is probably the only man in 
Georgia who had five wounded furloughs. and 
he stayed through to the end, surrendering 
with Lee at Appomattox. ‘Yle was wounded 
six different times, failing to get furlough upon 
one occasion upon General Lee’s orders, by 
which none at all were granted. Both of his 
legs, both of his thighs, his face, shoulder and 


wrist all bear the mark of bullets. 

As ensign of the Fourth Georgia, a position 
he held during the most of that terrible con- 
flict, Murphy-had two experiences which have 
been much talked about. ife is not one who 
talks upon the subject of his adventures, but 
a CONSTITUTION representative was so fortu- 
pate as to be one of the little party who was 
talking over war times with him, 

“One of the hottest places [ ever was in,” 
he said, “was when under General Kans 
Wright, the father of Comptroller-Geveral 
Wright. We were fighting the army of the 
Potomac under McClellan. Our general re- 
ceived an order to move forward and silence 
the enemy's guns, which we afterwards found 
to be fifty-two pieces. Thev strongly outnuin- 
bered us, but vw right. #verv gallant man, tried 
hard to fultilithe order. The result was that 
we were repulsed with heavy loss. 

“A second order came from General Magru- 
der to General Wright, to silence that battery. 
We tried hard again. As we were preparing for 
the second charge, the general caine to ine and 
gaid: ‘Give me those colors, and I will lead 
them myself.’ I refused point blank 
to give up the colors, and_ told 
him that I was under his command and subject 
to his orders, and would do anything that was 

ossible. He then ordered me to go ahead. 

started on, and a few men were with me. We 
could scarcely make any headway at all, and 
in a shorter time than it takes to tell it, that 
flag pole was shot to pieces four times. I 
finally brought the flag back and it is now with 
the Baldwin Biues, at Milledgeville, and is 
highly prized by them.’ 
Sut that is not the only flag in Georgia today 
which Jim Murphy saved from disgrace. 

The scene of his second feat was Spottssyl- 
vania court house, where the confederate lines 
were broken into, 

General Phil Cook was then at the head of 
the Fourth Ge -orgia. 

“You know,’ said Murphy, in talking over 
old times, ‘‘to lose a stand of colors was con- 
sidered a great disgrace upon aregiment. We 
were going to pieces pretty badly there, at 
Spottsyivania, when General Cook commanded 
metosave the colors if I could. I held the 
pole as tight as I knew how but we soon gotall 
mixed up. Then Gordon’s command came to 
our assistance, and I found myself mixed up 
with them. Wewent ahead trying to take the 
federal works but were compelled to retreat.’’ 

Iwas wounded in the attempt to take the 
works and the tlag went down with me. As I 
lay there half dazed I could hear the federal] 
army coming up. I knew it was them by the 
cheers. My first thought was ofthe flag. I 

could scarcely move, but I was able to slip the 
flag from the pole and then stuck it under my 
jacket and threw the pole as far from me as 
possible. The enemy came up andisome of the 
oficers talked tomeand I thought they had 
taken me prisoner; but after while our forces 
came back and drove the enemy off, recaptur- 
ing me that night with the flag safe under me, 
with the other wounded prisoners, and L finally 
succeeded in getting to the bospital. 

Il could hear the hospital guard calling out 
the different southern states, but I could not 
hear ‘Georgia.’ Finally I thought I would 
waitno longer, and when ‘North Carolina’ 
was called I answered and told them that I 
belonged to the First North Carolina. They 
took me back to the hospital that night and 
Eugene Black, who lives kere in Atlanta now, 
then a member of General Doles’s staff, came 
tohunt me. Doles must have seen me fall, 
for Black came asking if anybody had found 
the body of Murphy, and what had become of 
the flag, That tlag was saved and I turned it 
over to Black that night. It is now in the pos- 
session of the Fourth Georgia survivors, this 
year being at LaGrange, where our last re- 
union was held.’ 

Murphy is full of good stories about his ex- 
eriences, and it isa rare treat to spend an 
10ur With him in talking over them. After 

the surrender of Lee at Appomattox, he was 
paroled, and with Major Bell, another Geor- 
gian, wandered off up to Baltimore. He want- 
ed to go to New York where his brother was. 
Ho had no sooner got to Baltimore than the 
news of the assassination of Lincoln reached 
= and he with a great many other confed- 
crate soldiers, was locked up. 

ie was the only time I was ever in jail,” 
he said, ‘and | was in .there from Sunday 
motning until Sunday aiternoon. 

He and Bell had a good deal of trouble in 
finding aplace to stay in Baltimore. Both 
were, of course, penniless, and the rags on 
their backs were poor protection from what 
was tothem extreme cold. General Morris, 
who was in command their was exceedingly 
kind to them, but could not give them a pass 
to New York unless they would take the oath 
of allegiance, something which neither would 


do. The question came up, where should they © 


stay that night. General Morris handed them 
a couple of tickets to a federal soldier’s home, 
and they went down and looked in. 

“lt's pow erful cold outside, I tell you,’’ said 
Murphy, ‘and inside we could see a great 

rove red hot and everything warm and com- 
fortable, but we just could not go in, and we 
went on wandering around the streets,’ 

Later on they changed their minds, however. 
A big burly policeman remarked to them that 
they ‘ought to be hung, and they thought it 
was well to tind some place of shelter. 

“We had an instance at thattime of how 
the old negroes still had a warm place in their 
hearts for the southerners,’’ said Murphy in 

talking aboutit. ‘Bell and I were given 
feats around a table with a lot of other 
soldiers. When we got there we found a cup

TEMPERANCE TALK. 


RE Ve 6 SAM Ss MW. 4 LL AND HON, J. N. 
STEARNS AT D’G1IVLE’S. 


GETTING READY FOR NOVEMBER 


Mr. Small Says That They Are Massing Their Troops 
for the Coming Contest and That They Will 
Drive the Barrooms Out to Return No More 
Forever. 


DeGive’s opera house held an immense au- 
dience yesterday. 

The temperance people were out in force. 

And a good many others were there who are 
not so closely identified with the cause, but 
were attracted by the announcement that Rev. 
Sam Small and Hon. J. N. Stearns, the great 
New York temperance advocate, would deliver 
addresses on the subject. 

Rev. Dr. J. W. Lee, Rev. Mr, Thirkield, 
Mr. William Markham, Mr. Oliver, Mr. J. 
G. Thrower, Mr. W. Edwards and Mr. Will 
Austin, chief templar of Brooklyn lodge, were 
on the stage. 

Mrs. Small accompanied her husband and 
saton the stage during the service. A tem- 
perance hymn, sung tothe tune of ‘‘Corona 
tion,’’ was sung by the great audience, hun- 
dreds of voices blending in the rendition of the 
song. 

Mr. B. B. Smith, chief templar of Georgia 
lodge, had charge of the programme and Miss 
Neliie Spence was the pianist. 

Kev. Mr. Thirkield delivered an impressive 
prayer, and Key. Dr. Lee introduced Hon. J. 
N. Stearns. 

A PLEA FOR EDUCATION. 

Mr. Stearns is a very forcible speaker, and 

his earnestness impresses his hearers. He 


begau with a general review of the work of 
the independent Order of Good Templars 
during the past years of its existence. Hay- 
ing been a temperance worker for forty years 


| of his life, Mr. Stearns was able to bandle the 


subject in a very interesting manner. 

‘Twenty-three years said he, 
‘the workings of > order were 
very much circumscribed. There was very 
little money to support the work, and few 
educational works on the subject. Now we 
have 250 first class writers and 14,000 publica- 
tions.”’ 

He referred to the work of Mr. William E. 
Dodge, whotirst began to labor in the south 
and secured a great many libraries for the use 
of temperance lodges, and at his death, left 
these glorious legacies behind him, 

Mr. Stearns dwelt on the fact of the vicious 
appetite for drink being transmitted from the 
parent to the child. 

“And you moderate 
responsible for the long train of 
evils that will come after you. 
The churches are not doing half what they 
ought tu do for the cause of temperance. 
Georgia had more Good Templers when I was 
here years ago than she has now.’’ 

WHAT OTHER STATES ARE DOING. 

The speaker called aitention to the fact 
that Massachusetts, New Hampshire and 
‘Pennsylvania will all make an effort to secure 
prohibition during the year. 

“Total obstinence for the individual and 
total prohibition for the state are what we are 
working for; and the only way to accomplish 
these results is by educational work. The 
people must be educated to better understand 
the evils of alcohol before the trafiic can - be 
abolished.’’ 

‘‘Regulate the liquor traffic! Regulate a 
rattlesnake. High license does not help the 
cause. Abolish it at once and forever. I no- 
ticed this new sign, ‘No minors ailowed in 
here.’ Then Iasked what sort of business is 
done there? Is it dry goods? Is it hardware? 
Is it boots or shoes. The very fact that that 
notice is posted there shows that a damnable 
business is carried on there, and you can’t 
allow the boys to see it going on.”’ 

REV. SAM SMALL SPEAKS. 

Rev. Sam Small was a little hoarse from 
cold and from having preached a long sermon 
in the forenoon. He said that when the peo- 
ple of Fall River, Mass., read that he made a 
speech here on this day they would say that 
he or his doctor one was a liar. He had 

romised to be there, but his doctor had told 

im that he was in no condition to travel or to 
speak. 

‘‘But my doctor is not one of those whose 
M. D. means maker of drukenness. He is an 
honest man.”’ : 

After a generous welcome to Mr. Stearns in 
behalf of the people of Atlanta, Mr. Small 
launched at once into the subject of liquor 
selling. He spoke of its being the outgrowth 
of our old southern hospitality, and that the 
young men who went through the war were 
vitiated by camp life and its manifold tempta- 
tions. The older men stand aghast when 
they beheld the ruinous results. 

‘But that damnable heresy that could have 
been born nowhere’s but in hell, is happily dis- 
pelled. And when the great fight comes which 
is to establish American manhood and right- 
ousness, the solid south will march out as 
strong for that cause as she has far any other.”’ 

‘The temperance sentiment was never 
stronger in Atlauta than it is today. 

THE BARROOM MUST Gov. 

‘*? know the sentiment of the business men 
of the city, and it is that the barroom must go, 
and this time forever. I belicve that before 
the Christmas bells shall ring for eighteen 
hundred and ninety they will have been : swept 
away from this beautiful city.” 

He compared regulating the traftic to re gu- 
lating a lot of rocking chairs in the dark. 
The liqnor men had said: 

‘*‘We are not outlaws or criminals. Let us 
come back and we will show you how nicely, 
how honestly, how lawfully and how sweetly 
we will run it.’ 

“And,” said Mr. Small, ‘“‘there has not been
